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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Applicant's argue (page 7) that their claimed 
invention differs from the prior art because "King clearly teaches that the culture medium is opaque". The Examiner disagrees. King 
explains that the microorganism sample is cultured, stained, and then placed on a slide (non-flowing cell container) for observation using 
the apparatus shown in figure 1 (col. 5, lines 52-64 and col. 6, lines 10-15). King further explains that a light source means (laser, LED 
or conventional light) projects the sample, and the resultant (florescent) light emiited from the sample is detected by an imaging system 
(col. 6, lines 31-38). The Examiner notes that if King's culture medium is opaque, as the applicants argue, the imaging system would not 
be able to detect any light emitted from the sample. Furthermore, King explains that an image of the microorganism sample is captured 
by the imaging system based on the light emitted from the sample (col. 6, lines 36-38). Therefore, the microorganism colony culture of 
King is considered to be light-permeable.
